Job Done, Michigan Vet Quits 
Potomac Glitter For U,P. Woods

L'ANSE, Mich. (AP) - Ever 


sjnce his name was spit from a 
\Vhite House computer, Jim 
Dougovito has been stumping 
the country, preaching the gos- 
pel of clemency for registers of 
the Vietnam War. 


The 29-year-old Purple Heart 


winner was swept IS months ago 
from the woods of Michigan's 
Upper Peninsula to Washington 
and a seat on the President's 
nine-member Clemency Board. 


When President Ford's am- 


nesty and clemency offers ex- 
pire at 
midnight 
tonight, 


Dougovito will begin the trek 
back across the border into 


ohscurity. 


The Clemency Board con- 


siders the applications of mili- 
tary deserters who can be 
granted either outright pardons 
or pardons conditional upon two 
years' alternative senice.- 


Dougovito says one part of his 


job has been to travel the length 
and breadth of America to "get 


the word down" to the estimat- 
ed 117,000 who are ejigable for 
the program. 


Sunday night he said the 


glamor of TV and radio talk 
shows will end now, and he and 
the other board members will 
closet themselves to finish 
processing the remainder of the 
16,300 clemency applications. 


The board is chartered until 


Sept. 31,1976, but the President 
has said he'd like the job 
wrapped up by mid-September. 


When the job ends, Dougovito 


will, return full-time to the 
anonymity of this picturesque

ELEVEN MURDERED 


Family Easter Reunion Ends In Tragedy

HAMILTON, Ohio (AP) — 


What began as an Easter 
reunion for Charity Ruppert's 
family ended in tragedy with II 
members of the family dead and 
another charged with murder. 


Police found the 6*-yeark>ld 


Mrs. Ruppert; her 42-year-old 
son, Leonard; his wife, Alma, 
and their eight children, rang- 


ing in age from 3 to 18, shot to 
death Sunday night at the 
grandmother's two-story home. 


All but one had been shot in 


the head, police said. The other , 
was shot in the chest. 


While police wheeled, the 


shrouded bodies past horror- 
stricken neighbors, Mrs. Rup- 
pert's other son, James, 40, a 
jobless draftsman, was being 
charged 
with 
aggravated 


murder. 


He was scheduled 
for a 


preliminary hearing Wednes- 
day, according to Butler County 
Prosecutor John Holcomb. 


.Ruppert, being held in the 


Hamilton City Jail, has refused 
to talk, according to Holcomb. 


John Spear, who lives across 


the street from Mis. Ruppert, 
said his eight-year-old daughter 
went to deliver an Easter basket 


to the house Sunday morning. 
He said Mrs. Ruppert told the 
child she expected her family 
for Easter dinner later that day. 


The family arrived later in 


the morning, according to 
another 
neighbor, 
George 


Wroot. 


"They all drove up in this big 


black van, and piled out of the 
car and staged an Easter egg 
hunt on the lawn," he recalled.

night massacre in Hamilton, Ohio, that left H persons 
dead.

Two of the older children were 


seen at church Sunday mor- 
ninglpolice said they received a 
phone call from a man about 
9:30 p.m., went to the home and 
found the family dead. The 
bodies were found in the living 
room and kitchen. 


Police said Huppert, who 


lived with his mother, was 
found standing near the front 
door. 


They said an officer asked 


him what happened and Rup- 
pert answered he had been at 
the house-since 5 p.m. 


Three pistols were found in 


the living room and a rifle was 
leaning against a refrigerator in 
the kitchen when police arrived. 
•Spent shells were found in both 
rooms, police said. 


There was no sign of a strug- 


gle in the house except for an 
overturned wastepaper basket, 
officers said. 


Dr. Garrett Boone, the Butler 


County coroner, said it was 
possible that some of the vic- 
tims had been shot once, then 
shot again to make sure they 
were dead. 


"It's unlikely that 11 people 


would have been shot and killed 
unless they were held in some 
way or were in a position where 
none of them could escape," 
Boone said. 


James Ruppert grew up in 


Hamilton and was described by 
one of his neighbors as being 
brilliant. 


"He was kind of a loner 


though," said the neighbor, who 
said Ruppert often stayed with 
his mother. 


The same neighbor described 


Mrs. Ruppert as "the sweetest 
woman who ever lived. 


"She loved kids," he said.

Picking A Fall Guy 
For Malpractice Mess 


Last week a special committee in the 


State Bar of Michigan came up with a 
new twist on how to solve the medical 
malpractice dilemma which has ex- 
panded from an intramural scrim- 
mage between the doctors and the 
; lawyers into a street brawl involving 
the public. 


Malpractice insurance rates have 


leapfrogged in recent years and many 
carriers are pulling out of the business 
as jury verdicts in dramatic cases 
seem to be routinely hitting the $1 
million gong for the injured patient. 


Hospitals are raising their already 


inflated room rates to compensate for 
the additional expense. Many practi- 
tioners in the high risk areas such as 
anaesthesiology and sophisticated 
isiirgery are threatening to close their 
'offices or move from plaintiff minded 
areas such as Detroit to other com- 
;niunities which. may or may not 
^require this extra skill. 
-ijjbe medical community lays much 
-rtftthe blame upon the lawyer contin- 
fgfency fee system for the difficulty. 
-•ijThe arrangement is a win or lose 
-proposition for the lawyer and his 
:cfient. 
^•"Although of long standing because 
nebody.'has yet found a better method 
to prosecute an accident claim, the 
doctors and hospitals contend, with a 
certain justification, that it is spawn- 
ing a rip-off through questionable 
handling of equally dubious claims. 


The insurance carriers who are 


stuck by the large verdicts are react- 
ing normally 
by boosting 
their 


premium charges or retreating from 
the field. 


The legal fraternity, understandably 


enough, defends a payment method of 
-accepted antiquity. 


is a faint concession to the 
complaint about excessive 


s, but it takes the form of say- 
:ing the finger chopping doctor is the 
.-inspiration to whatever ambulance 


chasing may exist within its ranks. 


:..'-.- It is bad form for two professionals 


to belabor each other publicly as 
quacks and ambulance chasers, so last 
week, the State Bar's special commit- 
tee announced its solution. a 


The injured patient instead of suing 


the doctor or doctors would sue the 
hospital where the treatment or 
operation took place. 


Steve Bransdorfer, the president, 


said this would cut the medic's 
liability premium to the bare bones 
and while it would raise the hospital's 
premium, totally the dollar impact 
would be less than paying two separate 
premiums. 


He almost had to add that it would 


simplify the lawyer's job of determin- 


,• ing whom and how many to haul into 
court 


What he was careful to conceal is 


that the idea makes the hospital res- 
ponsible for the mistake of somebody 
over whom it has nominal control at 
best. 


It's a neat packaging of an uncom- 


fortable problem, so tidy, in fact, the 
legislature may be tempted to dump 
the difficulty at the doorstep of an in- 
stitution which is already cost plagued, 
beyond endurance, not to mention the 
public's growing view that every time 
the room rate is raised, .somebody 
within the hospital's organization is 
pulling down a dividend. 


A hospital should respond for wha- 


tever damage its own negligence 
exerts on a patient, but how Brans- 
dorfer comes off with the scheme it 
should be the sole target is explanable 
only by the desire to muffle the feud- 
ing between his conferees arid the 
people in cap and gown. 


The basic solution to the malpractice 


syndrome is for the doctors and also 
the hospitals to meet with the lawyers 
on a workable compromise that does 
not leave anyone out in left field. 


The burr under the saddle is the 


emotion laden jury verdict. 


Until this is removed or neutralized, 


no sensible cure is possible.

The United Nations 


"-Somewhere along the way, in the 
^United Nations among other forums, 
the United States has lost its perspec- 
tive in upholding the ideals of free 
men. That is not yet an outmoded 
concept, despite its many detractors. 


The UN is a good place to begin a 


resurrection of the spirit because that 
bouse 
contains 
more 
dangerous 


characters than the average prison. 
The UN today is run by what is loosely 
called the third world powers. Taken 
individually, they are not powers at 
all. 


One after another members of their 


delegations rail at length against the 
"imperialist" United States, holding 
the U.S., responsible for everything 


(A daily newspaper published regular- 
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bad which has happened since Adam 
and Eve, and none of the good. The 
absurdity of their utterances is com- 
pounded by the fact the speakers by 
and large represent governments 
which for the most part came to power 
over the bodies of their adversaries. 


Few of the "third world" countries 


possess 
anything resembling 
a 


democratic government. Civil rights 
and basic freedoms for the masses are 
unknown in their homelands. What 
they do understand is the way the deck 
is stacked against responsible debate 
in the UN, and they are playing their 
cards for more than they are worth. 


Deadbeats who cannot even cough 


up their meager dues say it is not 
enough that the U.S. alone contributes 
one-fourth the UN budget. Represen- 
tatives of countries like Guinea which 
practice murderous policies toward 
racial and religious'minorities twit the 
U.S. about its domestic problems. 


In answer to these and other insani- 


ties, the United States largely has been 
silent, ever playing the role of 
gentleman diplomat. Once, a few 
months ago, John Scali, U.S. Ambas- 
sador to the UN, did loosen up long 
enough to warn the delegates Congress 
might someday weaken its support for 
the UN if more responsible behavior 
was not forthcoming. 


That speech would have been better 


received if it had been followed the 
next day by a similar rebuke — and 
another each day thereafter. The U.S. 
has all the ammunition it needs to ex- 
pose the "protectors of the oppressed" 
for the phonies they are. Why it does 
not do so, why it is holding back for 
fear of embarrassing someone is a 
question without a logical answer. 


It is;,.that kind of, meek response 


which encourages the little tyrants to 
become bolder. Today it is shouting' 
epithets from a podium. Tomorrow it 
could be leading tanks against a 
neighbor — or its own people.

Why Rabbit Is 
Eating Wolf 


WASHINGTON — Throughout 


the i'ietnam war, there have 
been periodic rumors that the 
South \vould take the fighting 
into the North. But except for 
bombing raids by United States 
pilots and some few secret in- 
telligence trips by terms of 
mixed allies, the reports have 
come to nothing. South Viet- 
namese strategy has been to 
remain on their ,position is 
worrisome. 


Such thinking is decidely thin. 


Seldom in the records of combat 
has a nation been so reluctantly 
aggressive to its enemies over 
so long a period of confronta- 
tion. The North truly has chosen 
the ideal opponent, one whose 
greatest adversary is itself. 


There was, perhaps, a time 


when the South was incapable of 
aggressive war. In the .early 
1960s, burdened by scarcities of 
troops and equipment, the na- 
tion also lacked sophisticated 
military options. But no more. 
Though their spirit may still not 
be-willing, their flesh is strong. 
British military authority Sir 
Robert Thompson says that 
some of Saigon's soldiers outl- 
eass some of America's, and 
recently returned U.S. visitors 
concur that the nation has one of 
the best trained and equipped 
armies on the globe. 


Statistically, in fact, the South 


is capable of overwhelming the 
North. Paul 
MeCloskey of 


California, a member of the 
congressional delegation visit- 
ing Southeast Assia last month, 
says that despite 100,000 newly 
arrived troops this year from 
the North, the South still has a 
3-1 manpower edge — 980,000 in 
the South Vietnamese forces vs. 
a maximum 6f, 356,000 in the 
NV-Viet Cong aggregate. 


Besides this, says McClosky, 


the South has had as much as a 
56 to 1 advantage in tons of am- 
munition usage; a 12 to. 1 
superiority in the number of 
rounds fired (1974);"an effective 
air and naval capability; an 
economy 
that . last 
year 


produced a GNP *1.5 billion 
larger than the North, and out- 
side assistance of $5.5 billion 
since 1973 vs. $3.9 billion for the 
North in the same timeframe. 


Finally, in terms of the ul- 


timate measure of warfare, 
casualties, McClosky says that 
over the last dozen years the 
North has lost one million dead 
and the South "Only" 250,000; 
this last advantage being no 
small plus among angry nations 
of roughly equal populations. 


Withal, South Vietnam is one 


again losing the fight, as if it 
hasn't been all along.

WASHINGTON - The Equal 


Employment Opportunity Com-5 
mission (EEOC) will mark 10 ' 


. years in business next month — ' 


but the extent of its impact upon 
discrimination is still a subject , 
for heated debate. 


The agency has been ,ban- 


dicapped:most of its first decade 
- by legislative restrictions; Not 
until last year did it become.the 
sole Federal agency authorized 
to prosecute all cases of 
employment 
discrimination 


against women and minorities: 


The EEOC has won or reached 


favorable settlements in several 
landmark 
industry 
job 


discrimination cases, and these 
costly examples have spurred 
other companies to voluntarily 
comply with the equal rights 
laws. But the agency had a 
budget overrun of nearly $1 
million "last year. And an 
independent study revealed that 
90 percent of its cases had gone 
no further than the investigative 
stage. 


Unfortunately, the EEOC has 


been treated as a political foot- 
ball by two Presidents,'and its 
legitimate goals have suffered 
accordingly. Its first chairman 
was Franklin Roosevelt Jr., who 
was interested fn the post only 
as a springboard to a New York 
gubernatorial race and whose 
previous recorded interest in 
equal rights was zero: 


Roosevelt has follpwed'by one 


white and three black male 
chairmen. One, Clifford Ale- 
xander, was forced out of office 
by the new Nixon Republican 
Administration because he. was 
a Democrat and too aggres- 
sively 
dedicated 
to 
racial 


"equality for Ihe comfort of some 
Republican Senators. 


The last chairman, John 


Powell, was asked by the White 
House to resign earlier this 
month 
His fellow commis- 


sioners 
had 
taken 
the 


unprecedented step of publicly 
censoring him because of erra- 
tic and irresponsible behavior 
and an astonishing record of 
inefficiency which had ground 
;agency operations'almost to'**- 
.halt 


But white officials are not 


alone in playing politics .with! 
EEOC., NAACP Washington 
director 
Clarence 
Mitchell 


leaped to Powell's defense, des- 
pite 
Powell's 
inadequate; 


leadership. Civil rights sources 
indicate Mitchell was not so 
much motivated', by admiration 
for Powel as by .concern that, 
after three -black male chair- 
men, 
.Powell's replacement 


might be a member of another 
minority or, worse yet, a 
woman. 


One-third of EEOC's pending 


cases now involve accusations of 
discrimination based on Jhe 
grounds of sex rather than race. 
Initially, EEOC concentrated 
-only on racial discrimination. 
Aileen Hermandez, an .EEOC 
board member 10 years ago, 
quit after one year in disgust 
because she felt the agency did 
not pay enough attention to 
discrimination against women. 


One of the current two- 


. member EEOC board is a 
woman; Ethel Bent Walsh. Her 
term expires in June, and she 
was widely expected not to be 
reappointed prior to Powell's 
forced resignation. 


The 
vice 
chairmanship, 


however, has been vacant for, 
nearly^ year, and so Walsh, a 
Republican, was named to serve 
as acting chairman until a new 
one can be appointed.

With little fanfare a half-cen- 


tury ago, the J.C. Penney Co. 
opened a store at 164 East Main 
street, Benton Harbor. 


It was the 586th store in a na- 


tional chain that today operates

2.050 stores and last year 
reported toU.1 sales in excess of 
$6.9 billion. 


The Benton Harbor Penney 


store will mark its 50th an- 
niversaiV April 11. 


Paul W. Miller, Bentun Har- 


bor manager, said the anniver- 
sary \\ill be observed by a series 
of sales throughout April. 


Penney's is still at its first 


.Benton Harbor address, 164 
East Main street. But, the retail 
sales area has been quadrupled 
over 
the years. 
Penney's 


literally grew inside and out. 
From a street-level sales area, 
expansion projects opened the 
basement, installed a balcony 
and opened second an(J third 
floors for retailing. 


The store also has expanded 


into adjacent stores, formerly 
occupied by Grinnell Brothers 
and a restaurant. 


Despite an exodus of down- 


town Benton Harbor business 
and 
a 
recession. 
Miller 


expresses optimism. 


The 
store 
continues 
to 


register a profit. Miller said. 
Miller noted that while retail 
floors aren't packed with cus- 
tomers as in the past, sales 
through the catalogue depart- 
ment are strong. One employe 
said catalog orders now make 
the difference between profit 
and loss. 


The J.C. Penney Co. catalog is

than 100.000 items on nearly 
1,200 pages. Penney's, nation- 
wide, also has added sub- 
sidiaries that include super- 
markets, drug stores and in- 
surance companies. 


When J.C. Penney Co. joined 


the Benton Harbor business 
community, 
advertisements 


listed women's dresses for as 
low as $1.98. Men's heavy duty 
work shirts sold for 73 cents, 
and boys' suits with two pairs of 
knickers were priced at $5.90. 
Men's suits could be purchased 
for $24.75. 


The nearby Liberty theater 


was featuring Pola Negri in the 
movie, "Forbidden Paradise," 
and the coming attraction was 
"A Sainted Devil" starring 
Rudolph Valentino. 


In Benton Harbor, the Vincent 


hotel was being rebuilt after it 
tumbled down during initial 
construction in 1923. In SI. 
Joseph, ground had been broken 
for a new YWCA. 


When Penney's opened, the G. 


& M. flag of Graham and Mor- 
ton Steamship Co. was., being 
hauled down. J.S. Morton, com- 
pany chairman, was retiring, a 
merger was completed and the 
headquarters of the steamboat 
business was moving from St. 
Joseph to Chicago. 


Charles Burton McCormick 


was the first manager at the 
Benton Harbor J.C. Penney 
store. He came to Benton Har- 
bor from Hillsdale and was ac- 
tive in Benton Harbor com- 
munity affairs during the 14 
years he headed, the store. 
McCormick died of a heart at- 
tack on Feb. 21,1939, at age 50. 


McCormick was the first of 


five store managers, including 
Miller. 


Success i was virtually instant 


at Penney's, and McCormick 
supervised the first expansion. 
It was January, 1935, and the 
nation was in deep depression. 
The store was remodeled and 
construction of the balcony over 
the main floor added 4,200 
square feet of sales area. Total 
cost was reported at $6,000. 


Ray L. Findley was trans- 


ferred to Benton Harbor from 
Milwaukee to manage the store 
after 
McCormick's 
death. 


Findley managed the store from 
March, 1939, until the summer 
of 1952. He resigned to purchase 
the former .L.B. Gorton Music 
Co. Findley died of a heart at- 
tack Oct. 11,1954, at age 56. 


During Findley's tenure, the 


store was remodeled and 2,500 
square feet of sales space were 
opened in the basement. Also 
under Findley in 1951, a $250,000 
remodeling 
project 
was 


completed. Second and third 
floors were opened for sales, 
elevators were installed. 


It was reported that 5,000 


shoppers moved through the 
store during a grand opening 
celebrating the expansion. 


The third

manager was Kenneth Libs, 
who served Penney's for 33 
years, the last six in Benton

about 1940. choosing a Bible 
usually meant deciding between 
a leather or cloth cover, small 
type or large. Whatever the 
binding or (rim, the version was 
the King James, monarch of 
English Bibles for over three 
centuries. 


Now the King James is just 


one among many, and choosing 
means 
second-guessing 


hundreds of scholars 
and 


translators. And no thorough, 
up-to-date consumer guide has 
been available to make that 
guessing any easier or more 
intelligent. 


By June, however, Zondervan 


Publishing House will issue — 
for pastors, youth, anyone — 
just such an attempted guide, 
prepared by two New Tes- 
tament 
professors 
from 


Andrews university. 


In the book, entitled "So 


Many Versions?" the authors. 
Dr. Sakae Kubo and Dr. Walter 
Specht, devote some 200 pages 
to evaluating a score of the 
most widely used modern ver- 
sions. 'A concluding chapter 
gives specific guidelines on how 
to choose. 


The authors are specialists in 


biblical languages and transla- 
tion. Both analyzed Greek 
biblical manuscripts for their 
doctoral dissertations at the 
University of Chicago. Since 
then Kubo has written a Greek- 
English lexicon, and Specht has 
taught a class in a Greek- 
English lexicon, and Specht has 
taught a class in Bible transla- 
tions • and 
manuscripts 
at 


Andrews for eight years, a 
Greek-English 
lexicon, 
and 


Specht has taught a class in 
Bible 
translations 
and 


manuscripts at Andrews for 
eight years. 


In addition to his doctorate, 


Specht holds a masters degree 
from Andrews in biblical lan- 
guages. Both professors are 
members of the Society of 
Biblical Literature. 


Among the translations they 


analyze are the New English 
Bible, Good News for Modern 
Man, Phillips' Translation, the 
New American Standard Bible, 
the Living Bible, the Modern. 
Language Bible, the Amplified 
Bible and the Revised Standard 
'Version. 


Each version is given a 


close-up 
inspection 
with 


numerous sample texts, com- 
parisons and even statistics. 


In general the authors regard 


one-man translations (Phillips, 
Barclay, etc.) as inferior to the 
committee 
versions 
(the 


Revised Standard Version and 
others). 


They also see as inferior ver- 


sions that try to make the 
English read like Greek or 
Hebrew (the New American 
Standard Bible they place 
somewhat in this category). 
Good, readable English won't 
do that, they say. They say such 
versions are usually unreada- 
ble, unclear and often inac- 
curate. 


'.. The authors are just as cri- 
tical of versions that go to the 
opposite 
extreme, 
the 


paraphrases. These, the authors 
say, "are particularly liable to 
substitute the modern writer's 
own opinions for the actual 
teaching of the sacred Scrip- 
tures.". Of this the Living Bible 
is especially guilty, according 
to the authors. 


Their standard for each ver- 


sions specifies that the transla- 
tion should stay as closely to the 
letter of the original as direct, 
simple English will allow, 
English that "grips the heart." 


Essentially, then, the profes- 


sors run a double test on each of 
the versions they evaluate, one 
for accuracy, the other for 
literary grace and-readability. 


Part of accuracy, they say, is 


the use of the best ancient 
manuscripts. 
This can be 


something of a problem par- 
ticularly for New' Testament 
translators, who must choose 
among 5,000. Translators must 
also be abreast of linguistic ad- 
vances revealing new meanings 
for ancient words. 


Specfit and Kubo say that 


both improved manuscripts and 


linguistic discoveries have to 
some extent rendered the King 
James Version obsolete. But in 
an interview, Specht said that 
William Tyndale, the principal 
translator of the King James, 
would have agreed with compe- 
tent modern scholars on both 
choice of manuscripts 
and 


meanings for nine verses out of 
ten. 


This means, both authors said 


in interview, that there is ac- 
tually 
little 
conceptual 


difference between the King 
James and any of the good 
modern 
versions. 
The' 


difference is more in wording 
than meaning. Specht said. 
"You can get the gospel out of 
any of them." 


For the most part then, the 


problem is not understanding 
Peter, Paul or Moses, but say- 
ing it in clear English. And 
what is "clear" depends almost 
as much on the reader as the 
century. 


That reader may be a teenage 


rock artist 
or a 
graying 


minister. And neither one, 
Specht 
and Kubo say, 
is 


speaking the 1611 English of the 
King James. 


According to the authors, 


this, 
more 
than 
anything 


scholars have learned about 
manuscripts or meanings has 
brought about the_ proliferation 
of modern English versions. 
Beyond the 20 versions they 
analyze, the authors list 130 
others 
in 
an 
annotated 


bibliography. 


Which of the modern versions 


ML SAKAE KUBO 


is best, the authors say. 
depends on who's reading and 
why. At any rate, they see no 
strong contender for the official 
throne of the King James. The 
authors show that the best ver- 
sions 
each 
have 
special 


strengths — weaknesses. 


Some examples from the 


chapter on how to choose 
include: 


— The New American Stan- 


dard Bible, one of the more 
literal 
translations on the 


market, is good for private 
study, but with its stilted 
English, poor for pulpit usel— 
Kenneth Taylor's Living Bible, 
written in colorful, easy style, 
might be great for youth bored 
with traditional religion, but 
bad for shaping one's theology. 


— The Revised Standard 


Version, for church use, is the 


DHWALTCISPECIir 


•best successor to the King 
James. It merges historic 
Protestant 
traditions 
with 


modern vocabulary and the la- 
test'in biblical scholarship. 


Specht and Kubo predict that 


the translation that will come 
closest to being an all-purpose 
Bible among Protestants is the 
New International Version, 
published in New Testament 
form in 1973. They say it is 
generally accurate and its lan- 
guage simple, clear and dig- 
nified. 


But, they add, no version, 


however clear and accurate, 
can be considered final. With 
continual changes in our lan- 
guage 
and 
advances 
in 


scholarship, this must, they 
say, remain the age of multiple 
translations.

NEW TESTAMENT: This passage, I Corinthians 7:36 from the Greek New Tes-~ 
lament, is an example of one of the very few instances where scholars are not sure 
what the original author was trying to say. And the topic here is no less con- 
sequential than when to get married. The first word underlined is variously 
translated as "daughter," "partner in celebacy," "financee," and "bethrothed." 
The words underlined next are also open to debate. The Revised Standard Version 
says, "If his passions are strong," the New English Bible, "If, that is, his instincts 
are still strong for him," and the King James Version, "If she pass the flower of 
her age." The problem arises partly from the middle word in the expression; it is 
simply a third person singular, and means he, she or it. How the verse is ultima- 
tely translated, then, might depend on the translator's own ideas about when one 
should get married.

Make 
Brush 


Clean Lamp Shades 


Here is a way to clean those 


silk lamp shades yourself. 
First, be sure that any trim- 
ming and seams are sewn and 
not glued. This method should 
not be attempted on glued 
shades. Also, if there is a eon- 
trasting-colcred trim, consider 
the possibility that it might run. 


This type of project entails a 


certain amount of risk, but if 


the shade is too soiled to use as 
it is, and you don't want to have. 
it cleaned professionally, take 
the shade down to your laundry 
tub. This is an excellent place 
because the entire shade will be 
covered with warm suds at one 
time. Use a soft brush to 
slightly rub heavily soiled spots 
such as rims, then swish the 
shade up and down, quickly 


rinsing in clean water to remove 
all the suds. 


Pat with a turkish towel to 


remove as much moisture as 
possible, and then dry in front of 
an electric fan. Do not dry near 
heat. Speed is essential here — 
both in the washing process and 
the drying — so that the metal 
parts of yourshade do not have a 
chance to form rust spots. 


If you can't find a brush to fit 


your metal Venetian blinds, you 
can make your own out of a 
small sponge, cut in half. 


Fit each half of the sponge on 


the inside ends of a pair of 
kitchen tongs, holding them in 
place with tape or rubber bands. 


This custom-made "brush", 


can then be dipped into your 
cleaning agent and both sides of 
the slat will be cleaned at the. 
same time. This handy little tool 
will also prevent cutting your- 
hands on the metal slats.

Samaritan. Moreover, the at- 
tacker's plan for a smooth sex- 
fantasy trip is ruined by a 
.shrieking, clawing woman. 


If, Iwwever. a rapist enters a 


woman's bedroom while she is 
asleep, and puts a gun to her 
head or a knife to her throat, the 
best thing io do is submit. 


Dr. Selkin has statistics to 


support his position. Less than 9 
IXT cent of the Denver women 
who resisted rape by yelling and 
fighting back suffered anything 
more serious than a cut or a 
bruise. "Murders." he said, 
••are usually committed when 
Ihe rapist feels safe and no one 
is giving him any trouble." 


Dr. Selkin warned against 


women being too friendly and 
trusting to strangers. Nurses 
and teachers are so frequently 
raped, he said, because they fall 
into this category.

O'Keefe said businesses won't 


want to come into Michigan 
when they figure out what 
they'll have to pay under the 
proposed tax. And he said the 
important thing is to keep in- 
dustry currently in Michigan 
alive, not draw new business in. 


"If you can't keep what you've 


got here — if you don't keep the 
two basic industries, agricul- 
ture and automotive, then the 
banks willgo bust, the retailers 
will go bust, and those few left 
can go back to deer hunting," 
he said. 


Miller and Gov. William 


Milliken say the proposed tax 
will encourage job development 
because it provides for a 100 per 
cent capital acquisition writeoff 
in the first year of a hew 
project. It will attract business, 
they say., because of 
its 


simplicity. 


It would replace eight taxes, 


generating the 
same 
S800 


million 'annually "that they do, 
Miller said. However, if the 
proposed tax went into effect as 
scheduled Jan. h: 1876, the 
transition would generate a 
one-time, $180-million cash flow 
that's already been figured in to 
balance Milliken's proposed $3- 
billion budget for 1975-1976. 


The business privilege tax, 


Miller said; is basically a two 
per cent tax on profits and 
payrolls^ It will be a more stable 
revenue source than the current 
taxes, he-said. 
• 


"The present tax structure is 


so unstable it contributes to the 
roller coaster effect affecting 
expenditures. We can't ra- 
tionally plan our expenditures. 
Most importantly, it contributes 
to higher business taxes," 
Miller said. 


Should the legislature defeat 


the business privilege tax, he 
added, it will not only have to 
find $180 million somewhere 
else but "the implication is 
higher taxes for business and 
individuals." 


Under the business privilege 


tax, Miller said, the basic job 
development areas of industry 
will probably pay slightly less 
than they do now "and that's the 
purpose of this bill. Those to pay 
slightly more are those suppor- 
tive-related industries.'' 


' 
He warned legislators they'll 


be playing with fire if they try to 
exempt any industries from 
provisions of the bill. 


"Undoubtedly you're going to 


hear from people who want 
preferential treatment. We do 
not support that: If you feel 
there -needs to be preferential 
treatment, there is no doubt the 
tax rate has to go higher," he 
said. 


O'Keefe painted a dark pic- 


ture of the tax. It will cost 
Chrysler added taxes it cannot 
afford, he said. And he said the 
legislature won't be able to hold 
the tax rate to two per cent. If it 
went up to three per cent, he 
added, it would cost Chrysler an 
extra W million annually.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


nation's' rate of serious crime 
spurted 17 per cent in 1974, the 
largest increase in 14 years, ac- 
cording 
to FBI 
statistics 


released today. 


Ally. Gen. Edward H. Levi 


said the increase shows "a dis- 
mal and tragic failure on the 
part of our present system of 
justice." 


Last years jump compares 


with a boost of 6 per cent in 1973 
and a decline of 4 per cent in 
1972. Property crimes, such as 
burglary and larceny, showed 
the highest rates of increase last 


year. 


The outlook was worsened 


further by the fact that the 
crime rate shot up 19 per cent in 
the final quarter of 1974 after 
the rate of increase had hovered 
between 15 and 16 per cent dur- 
ing the first nine months. 


The annual statistics were 


released jointly by Lcvi and FBI 
Director Clarence M. Kelley. 
The figures are based 
on 


reports to the FBI from city, 
county 
and 
state 
law-en- 


forcement agencies throughout 
America. 


"Unfortunately, these results 


were predictable," Levi said. 
"In many areas of our country 
only a small percentage of those 
' arrested for a felony are con- 
victed for that offense. In addi- 
tion, it is estimated that about 
one-lliird of the violent crimes 
go unreported." 


The attorney general said: 


"We must understand that an 
effective criminal" justice sys- 
tem has to emphasize de- 
terrents. 
There 
arfe many 


causes of 'crime, but .among 
them is the failure of our system 
to move quickly and effectively 
to detect and punish offenders.

The violent crimes of murder, 


forcible rape, robbery and 
aggravated assault increased 11 
percent in 1974. compared with 
a 5 per cent rise the year before, 
according to the report. 


The more numerous property 


crimes of burglary, larceny- 
theft, and motor-vehicle theft 
jumped 17 per cent. Those 
categories rose 6 per cent in 
1973. 


Robbery increased 14 per cent 


last year, forcible rape and 
aggravated assault each rose 9 
per cent and murder was up 5 
per cent. 


Suburban law enforcement 


agencies reported a 20 per cent 
rise in crime, while rural areas 
had an increase of 21 per cent. 
Cities with 100,000 or more 
inhabitants recorded a 13 per 
cent boost. 


Geographically, the South 


reported a 21 per cent rise in 
crime, while the figure in the 
North Central region was 17 per 
cent. It was up 15 per cent in the 
Northeast and 13 per cent in the 
West.

sugar was 37 cents a pound, up 
from 23 cents on Jan. 3, the

The prices were surveyed by 


agriculture attaches in 15 world 
capitals. Sugar prices were 
down in five cities, up in nine 
and held steady in one during 
the two-month period. 


The 
sugar

showed that consumers paid 8 
cents a pound in Mexico. City, 
the lowest in the survey and-the 
same as on Jan. 3. The 52 cents 
a pound in Washington, D.C., 
was the highest among the cities 
checked.

Sugar sold in Ottawa, Ont., on 


March 3 for 50 cents a pound, 
down from the 64 cents charged

Declines also were reported in 
Brasilia, Buenos Aires and 
Stockholm. 


"The large increase in the 


London price is attributed to the 
settlements reached between 
the European Community and 
former Commonwealth Sugar 
Agreement countries, with the 
United Kingdom now obliged to 
pay a considerably higher price 
for commonwealth cane sugar 
than under the now-defunct 
agreement," the report said. 


Officials said world sugar 


prices now are expected, to 
"remain fairly stable in the 


coming months" in contrast lo 
the fluctuations and shortages 
late last year and in early 1975. 


'A recent Agriculture Depart- 


ment report On March 1 plant- 
ing intentions of American 
farmers showed that they ex- 
pect to boost sugar beet plant- 
ings to more than 1.5 million 
acres, a 23 per cent increase 
from 1974. There was no indica- 
tion'in that survey of U.S. sugar 
cane acreage for 1975.

Michigan ranked fifth last year in support of the presidential 


election campaign fund. 


The presidential campaign contribution program is in its third 


year, with money collected going mostly to the Democratic and 
Republican candidates. Minor parties receive funds based on the 
number of votes they obtained in the previous election.

were more brittle than normal 
because of the extreme dry 
conditions. When frost struck 
the kernels were soft, he said. 
Necessary 
adjustments that 


were made on combines allowed 
more cob paticles than normal 
which made drying more dif- 
ficult, he added. 


In addition, Ruppel said, 


there was a lot of dockage, 
where a large number of broken 
kernels get in. 


Dockage makes it easier for 


some bugs to dig into the stored 
grain, he added. "Some insects 
can hold up in dockage when 
they can't in whole grain," he 
explained. 


Things 
to 
check 
when 


searching for bug infestation, 
Ruppel said, include grain 
moisture, crusting on the grain 
surface, hotspots in the grain, 
-insects and mold. 


Aeration 
and 
fumigaton, 


transferring grain to another 
storage area, turning the grain 
in the bin to reduce heating, or 
selling the grain immediately 
arc all ways of coping with 
bugs, he added. 


His 
recommendation 
for 


fanners with heavily infested 
grain and no easy way of treat- 
ing it is to "simply get it~off 
now." 


If the grain is in very bad 


shape, he said, it will be 
purchased for cattle feed. 


If it is lightly infested, 


farmers will get docked for the 
infestation in the price they 
receive from buyers. 


"They'll charge for drying it 


and cleaning it and for the 
weight lost," Ruppel explained.

the owners of the pet. and

of 
the 
animal's 


neglected condition, concluded 
it had been abandoned. 


"I have learned in 34 years 


that if a child comes to school in 
the morning, weeping because 
his pet is gone, that child 
doesn't do very well in school 
that day," Miss Nims said. 


"We took on the animal 


project to relieve the anxieties 
of some of our pupil ." she 
explained. "And before we knew 
what had happened, we had a 
regular pet shop over here." 


A day or so after the kitten 


was adopted temporarily by 
Carpenter, Miss Nims happened 
to read a column by the 
president of the Fund 
for 


Animals. Inc., who said Oregon 
now has legislation providing 
for prosecution of those who 
abandon animals. 


She called the column to the

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Perils Of Contraceptives 


Abstinence Still Safest

Ttten's still only one method erf 
birth cmtiol that is completely 
safe and effective: sexual abs- 
tinence. 


For those who reject that al- 


ternative and turn to modern 
contraceptives — the pill, the 
IUD; the condom, etc. — there 
are some risks involved. The 
condom, for example, presents 
no danger of medical side-ef- 
fects; but as protection against 
pregnancy it's unreliable. The 
pill is a highly reliable pregancy 
preventer, but users run a tiny 
chance of medical complica- 
tions. 


Americans have been bom- 


barded in recent years with 
stories about the drawbacks and 
dangers of various contracep- 
tive techniques, especially the 
pill and the IUD. There have 
been congressional hearings on 
contraception, federal recalls 
and bans of contraceptive 
products 
and contraceptive 


research studies of limited 
scope. The stories have left 
.some people wondering about 
the effectiveness and safety of 
modern contraceptives. 


' 
"The 
information 
that's 


available isn't very good, even 
to physicians," says Dr. Robert 
G. Castadot, an associate direc- 
tor of the nonprofit Population 
Council, in talking about gaug- 
ing the relative safety and ef- 
fectiveness of contraceptives. 


In the early 1960s, oral con- 


traceptives and improved in- 
trauterine devices burst upon 
•the 
scene 
almost 
simul- 


taneously. The pill was the first 
drug approved by the govern- 
ment and prescribed en masse 


• for a nondisease. The IUD didn't 
even have to get approval. Both 
vfere heavily promoted and 
widely accepted as an easy, safe 
and effective means of family 
planning. 


There are an estimated 10 


million American women taking 
oral contraceptive pills 20 to 28 
days a month; three million to 
four million wearing lUDs; one 
million men and women who are 
surgically sterilized every year 
and countless others relying on 
condoms, 
diaphragms 
and 


spermicidal creams, foams and 
Jellies. 


The advice from experts on 


which contraceptive to use 
varies. Some have become 
devotees of a particular method 
or device. There is no broad 
consensus, though virtually all 
types of -contraceptives are 
recommended relatively freely 


by most doctors. 


An analysis of medical litera- 


ture and interviews with family 
planning specialists indicates 
that virtually all chemical, 
mechanical 
and 
surgical 


methods of family planning are 
safer than the hazards of preg- 
nancy. 


The pill and the IUD carry a 


risk of rare, serious", even fatal 
adverse effects not common to 
other contraceptive methods, 
but. on a statistical basis, they 
come out on top when the effec- 
tiveness in preventing preg- 
nancy is considered. 


Out of every 100.000 live births 


in the United States last year, 
according to the National Insti- 
tute of Health. 15 women died 
from 
complications arising 


during pregnancy, childbirth or 
the immediate recovery period 
afterward. The maternal mor- 
tality rate is higher among 
low-income and rural women 
with less access to doctors and 
hospitals. 


Therefore, the safety of any 


contraceptive 
should 
be 


measured against the risk of 
pregnancy while using it, the 
experts say. 


The Medical Letter, which 


goes to 70.00U physicians, says 
various studies have shown that 
oral contraceptives have a rate 
iif .1 to 1.5 accidental pregnan- 
cies pur 100 woman-years of 
use. compared with a rate of 
below 2 to mure than 10 for 
IL'Ds. a to 35 for spermicidal 
agents. 3 to 20 for diaphragms 
and an estimated 15 per 100 for 
couples employing the rhythmn 
method. 


The Population Council illus- 


trates the point another way. It 
says that among a group of one 
million women using no con- 
traceptives. 
800.000 
would 


become pregnant and 150 would 
die of complications. Among 
other groups of the same siy.e. 
150.000 using a diaphragm or 
condoms would become preg- 
nant and 3S would die; 35.000 
wearing lUDs would become 
pregnant and 19 die. 10 of them 
from the device itself; 20.000 on 
the pill would become pregnant 
and 35 die. all but 5 from pill 
complications. 


Thus, it appears that the pill 


is more effective in preventing 
pregnancy but the IUD has a 
lower mortality rate. 


"The IUD is the safest and 


most effective means of con-

The Food and Drug Adminis- 


tration, armed with a study by 
Us sister Center for Disease 
Control, says IL'Ds "compare 
favorably" with oral contracep- 
tives. 


Dr. Christopher Tietze. bios- 


tatistician at the Population 
Council, says the condom and 
diaphragm can be the safest and 
most effective of all. if the 
woman is willing to use abortion 
as a backup when they fail. 


According to his calculations, 


out of a group of 11)0.000 women 
with 
diaphragms, between 


] 1,800 and 13,000 would become 
pregnant and 2.5 would die. But 
if the pregnancies were ter- 
minated early at a good hospi- 
tal, the maternal mortality rate 
would be .4 per 100,000. 


"In terms of the risk to life," 


Tietze says, "the most rational 
procedure for regulating fer- 
tility is the use of a perfectly 
safe, although not 100 per cent 
effective, method of contracep- 
tion and the termination of 
pregnancies resulting 
from 


contraceptive failure under the 
best possible circumstances...." 


Berendes says he favors the 


IUD because, while its preg- 
nancy rate is 2 to 3 per cent, or 
10 times higher than the .2 to .5 
per cent with the pill, its ab- 
solute risk to the woman is a 
mortality rate of 2 to a per 
million users as contrasted to 20 
per million on the pill. 


Use of estrogen-progestin 


pills, which act primarily by 
inhibiting release of the egg 
from the ovary each month, 
subjects women to a four-to 
elevenfold increase in risk of 
serious disease, such as clots in 
the leg — thrombophlebitis — 
and lungs .*- pulmonary em- 
bolism — stroke — cerebral 
thrombosis — and possible 
heart attack. The absolute risk 
of death is 1.5 per 100,000 
women aged 2044 years and 3.9 
per 100,000 aged 35-44 years. , 


The Medical Letter recom- 


mends that doctors prescribe a 
middle-level estrogen pill of no 
more than 50 micrograms to 


„• reduce the risk of clotting. 


Relatively new mihipills, which 
contain only a progestin, have a 
higher rate of accidental preg- 
nancies which the publication 
says "may be acceptable if the 
absence of estrogen results in a 
much lower incidence of throm- 
boembolie phenomena." 


The most serious complica- 


tions associated with lUDs are 
perforation at time of insertion 
and infections, sometimes oc- 
curring during pregnancy while 
the device was in place. The. 
FDA has catalogued 36 deaths 
from lUDs of all types. 
: The Dalkon Shield, a plastic; 
crab-shaped device which was 
worn at one time by 2.2 million 
American women and another 
million in other countries. was: 


voluntarily removed from the 
market last June. It was as- 
sociated with 14 deaths, all but 
one related to septic or infected 
abortions, and more than 299, 
nonfatal septic abortions.

The failure rate may 
range as high as 2 per cent. .The 
success and safely of the opera- 
tion, says Population Reports, 
depends more on the stall and 
training of the surge-on than 
anything else. 


DES. or diethylstilbestrol, has 


recently gained FDA approval 
as an emergency "morning 
after" drug for women who did 
not take other precautions 
before intercourse. It is .highly 
effective in preventing preg- 
nancy if, within the first 24 
hours and no later than 72 hours 
after 
intercourse, 
two 25- 


milligram tablets are taken 
daily for five days. 


Patient labeling with the drug 


advises the woman to consult 
with her physician about "the 
advisability of getting an abor- 
tion, if she turns out to be preg- 
nant after taking DES.

Canadians Begin Moving 
Into Metrics This Week 


OTTAWA, Canada (AP) — 


Canada starts moving into the 
metric system this week. Over 
the next five years Americans 
who come here will have to join 
Canadians in buying gasoline by 
the liter, food by grams and 
kilograms and reading road 
signs in kilometers. 


Canada's first step Tuesday in 


switching from the old imperial 
weights and measures — a 
legacy of British ancestry — 
will be in telling the tempera- 
ture in terms of centigrade, or 
the Celsius scale — named after 


: 'the man who invented it. 


•! - AKNDERS Celsius, a Swedish 
astronomer who lived fron 1701 
to 1744, maintained that the 
most logical way to measure the 
temperature was on a scale of 
100 equal units or degrees 
between the freezing and boiling 
points of water. 
-Thus freezing, 32 degrees 
Fahrenheit, is zero in the Cel- 
sius or eentrigrade scale. The 


- boiling point, which is 212 
- degrees Fahrenheit, is 100 


degrees. 


Most nations of the world use 


this system. 


So Americans vacationing in 


Canada this summer are likely 
to see temperature readings of 
35 on a hot day. That's 95 
degrees Fahrenheit. 


The target date in Canada for 


full usage of the metric system 
is 1980, 


The Federal Metric Commis- 


sion, responsible for the con- 
version program, says public 
usage is voluntary' and it can 
only "encourage" radio and 
television stations to give Cel- 


- sitis readings. However, begin- 


ning Tuesday all public weather 
forecasts will be issued with 
Celsius temperatures only. 


The Canadian Press and its 


subsidiary, Broadcast News, 
which 
relay 
the 
weather 


forecasts to most Canadian 
newspapers and broadcasting 
stations, say they will distribute 
reports in the form they are 
received from the Weather Of- 


fice, with temperatures stated 
only in Celsius. 


Reporting the temperature in 


both Celsius and Fahrenheit 
readings is frowned upon by the 
Metric Commission, which sees 
it as creating unnecessary' con- 
fusion. 


"Universal experience proves 


that a dual system does not 
work," says Frank Rousseau, a 
commission official. "Look at 
England. It's been 10 years 
since they began their conver- 
sion and because of the dual 
system they are still having 
problems." 


The target date for complete 


conversion in Britain has been 
extended two years until 1977. 


There is sympathy in the 


United States for a switch to the 
metric system. Undersecretary 
of Commerce John K. Tabor 
says the Ford administration is 
preparing 
legislation 
for 


Congress to create a national 
metric conversion board. 


Over the next two years 


Canada's weather office will 
change all its measurement 
units to metric. Ken Park, me- 
tric information director, says 
rain and snowfall will be given 
in millimeters and centimeters 
rather than inches starting in 
September. 


Atmospheric pressure will be 


switched to metric in April 1976, 
and wind velocity will be given 
in kilometers instead of miles 
per hour from April 1977. 
. But changes at the Weather 
Office are only part of the mas- 
sive conversion that will affect 
everyone as Canada joins the 90 
per cent of the world already 
using the metric system. 


This fall sugar and some 


other goods will be packaged in 
metric sizes. Sample highway 
signs in kilometers already are 
up in most provinces.

iVeti? ftofe For Garrison 


JIM GARRISON 


Wbife He Was District Atty. 


JKW ORLEANS, U. (AP) - Former Dfet. Atty. Jim Garrison 
hK a new role as a hot 'defense lawyer, which be says pays better 
•but £ Itts'tt^fossiog than trying to reshape assassination history. 


"It's a'iot easier," says the survivor of 12 otten hectic years as 


district attorney and a political power in New Orleans.. 


Fir seven of those years, Garrison labored on what he said was 


a new version of how President John F. Kennedy was assassinated 
hra motorcade in Dallas in 1963. 


When Garrison began his investigation in 1967, it became for a 


.short time a world sensation. Then it ran afoul of criticism that his 
theory had few facts to support it. 
. 


"I wrote my book on the assassination and said what I had to say 


, and showed the role of New Orleans," he said. "Some people don't 
believe it; there are none so blind as those who will not see." 


Political tides washed Garrison out of office last year, ending his- 


effort —.officially, at least — to prove that a widespread assas- 
sination conspiracy was involved. 


The ghost of the investigation now looms in the form of a $5 


million damage suit filed by Clay L. Shaw, acquitted in 1969 on 
charges he conspired with Lee Harvey Oswald to murder the 
president. 


Shaw's U.S. District Court suit here contends the investigation 


violated his constitutional rights. Shaw died of cancer last August 
and under Louisiana law a damage suit dies with the plaintiff. But, 
U.S. District Court Judge Frederick Heebe ruled otherwise. 


"Shaw surely deserves an opportunity to have his day in court 


and attempt to clear his name, if only posthumously," Heebe 
ruled. 
' 


Asked if he intended to appeal. Garrison reacted with his cus- 


tomary insouciance. 


"1 am going to let the other people worry about that," he said. 


"Far as 1 AM CONCERNED. I'd just as soon go to (rial. If 1 can't 
go in and win it with my left hand, then I'm not a lawyer." 


There was a time that remark would have drawn knowing grins. 


Garrison rarely appeared in court while district attorney, raising 
doubts about his courtroom prowess. But the jest expired when he 
took over his own defense at his 1973 federal court trial on a charge 
of taking bribes — and won. 


Despite the verdict of innocent, the trial was a strong factor in 


Garrison's political weakness in the election two months later. 


After the bribery case he won a succession of court fights. 
Although prospering. Garrison doesn't have the 85 million 


demanded in Shaw's suit but his codpfi-ndams do. 


They are some 50 wealthy businessmen who formed Truth and 


Consequences. Inc.. in 1967 to finance Garrison's investigation 
after he complained that reporters were keeping tabs on him by 
checking his accounting of public expenditures. 


The official report rejected by Garrison said Lee Harvey Os- 


wald, who was from New Orleans, was the sniper who killed 
President Kennedy and that lie had no assistants. Garrison in- 
sisted that Oswald was merely part of a conspiracy hatched here 
before Oswald moved to Dallas. He says he will never believe 
otherwise.

although stock prices have re- 
treated 
recently, 
they are 


generally far above the '74 lows.

West's 
research 


discloses: 


—Institutional investors have 


dominated '75's stock market, 
trading actively in and out and 
buying far more stock than they 
have sold. 


—You and I — large and 


small individual investors — 
have been relatively unimpor- 
tant participants. And if you 
judge the activity of the small 
investor by the amount of trad- 
ing hLodd lots of fewer than 100 
shares each, the evidence is that 
the small investor has sold more 
stock than he has bought. 


—Institutional buying has 


been across - the - board, ex- 
tending to all investment groups 
and involving the so-called 
"second tier" of big but not 
glamor companies as well as the 
approximately 250 of "first 
tier" or "religion" stocks they 
traditionally favor. 


"So far at least, the ordinary 


individual cash customer has 
had no significant role in this 
market," 
West says. 
"It's 


mostly institutional. And this 
applies lo other stock exchanges 
loo." 


To answer my questions about 


"who's in this market?" West 
used two basic indicators: one 
showing transactions of 1,000 
shares or more, which almost 
always pinpoint the institutional 
investor; the other showing 
transactions of 100 shares, 
which almost always pinpoint 
the individual investor.

NEW YORK (AP) - In the 


view of business economists, the . 
economy soon will begin to show 
signs of reversing its course, 
and might by yearend be re- 
tracing the route it took on the 
vvay down. 


It is difficult to comprehend 


the extent to which in recent 
weeks this attitude seems to 
have developed, and there is 
little doubt that two major 
reasons underly it: 


1. Economists copy from each 


other. The most difficult and 
dangerous forecast of all is to 
say when a major economic turn 
is going to take place. You may 
be 95 per cent certain, but still 
find it too dangerous to forecast. 


But. when a few fearless 


forecasters take the risk, it's 
amazing how many others 
quickly follow. There is security 
in numbers. Soon a new con- 
sensus develops. 


2. Economists find it much 


easier to come out with op- 
timistic forecasts when the 
news 
already -is 
turning 


pleasant. 


The stock market is up, con- 


sumer confidence is beginning 
to rise, the Federal Reserve 
seems in a cooperative mood, 
the trade balance is showing 
some black ink. interest rates 
are falling, price increases are 
moderating. 


The biggest factor, however, 


is that the economists think that 
massive government interven- 
tion almost certainly \\ill propel 
marketplace activity ahead, 
even though there is a great 
deal of speculation about the 
possibility of rising prices again 
In 19/6. 


The forecaster therefore has 


encouragement from the news. 
The environment is more con- 
ducive to accepting a bright 
outlook. A month or su ago such 
a view of the future was like 
telling somebody in a hurricane: 
"Don't worry, tomorrow will be 
fair." 


Whatever, a consensus has 


. developed or is developing. The 
turnabout will occur in the third 
or fourth quarter. 


The chief economist for a 


well-known 
. international 


research and consulting firm 
tells of attempting to sell his 
services to a Wall Street outfit. 
The host excused himself to 
converse in another room. 


Through the wall partition the 


economist soon heard a muted 
conversation that was curled 
abruptly when one of the parties 
exploded: 
"What, 
another 


economist calling for a fourth- 
quarter turnaround. Tell him 
no." 


The big danger 
in any 


forecast, no matter how many 
join in promoting it. are the as- 
sumptions that are made. If the 
assumptions are wrong — and 
they often amount to guesses — 
then the entire forecast is likely 
to be inaccurate. 


Last year many economists 


assumed that the United Stales 
would have a trouble-free grow- 
ing and harvest season, failing 
Hi lake into account the dangers 
of flood, frost, disease, drought 
and other disasters.

A. There is no easy answer to 


how many different issues there 
should be in a portfolio. Some 
people enjoy the record keeping 
"that accompanies ownership of 
Iwo or three dozen different 
stock issues, not to mention the 
very tangible plus of the safety 
that comes with such diver- 
sification. Other investors feel 
five issues are too many and 
want to sell them and put all the 
-money into a mutual fund so 
thai they will be free of all 
record keeping. I think' one 
should suit himself in this mat- 
ter. I will say that whoever teft 
you all these shares did a 
remarkable job of selecting a 
cross section of American in- 
dustry- ' 


The balance between growth 


and income is rather academic- 
al this point — only four years 
from retirement. Ordinarily I 
would favor heavy emphasis on 
growth right up to retirement 
day and on income thereafter.

-SAGINAW, Mich. (AP) — Add this gem to your long list of 
coping with the hazards of life: 


Electric slow cookers arc sometimes caldrons of stomach aches, 


nicely and slowly stewing bacteria right along with dinner. 


So warn food experts who contend slow-cooking methods often 


lull the chef into a state of complacency in handling and preparing 
meat for cooking. 


They say7 slow cookers might not heat quick enough to kill 


bacteria which may have formed from meat left uhrefrigerated 
too long. 
.;Among the first to sound the warning are food experts at 


v Michigan State University. 


.Illinois universities have conducted similar studies as has the 


.manufacturer who brought the nation the first slow cooker five 
years ago. 


- .""Limited studies show some cookers don't cook fast enough so 
/that bacterial growth could occur with a potential for food 


::poisoning." says MSU's Dr. Kenneth Stevenson. 
: ..-"Often, the poisoning involves something of gastro-intestinal 
.: distress,' usually with diarrhea," he says. 


;" ^Problems — and germs — become bountiful under two crucial 


conditions: Chefs become careless and leave a hunk of meat sitting 
,,at room temperature too long. Bacteria starts to grow and mul- 
tiply after two or three hours exposure to temperatures between 45 
and 140 degrees. 
vThen, once the meat (already at room temperature) is inside the 
Warm and cozy cooker, bacterial growth might continue to 


^ increase because the cooker doesn't heat fast enough. 
- .Oven cooking doesn't present the same potential because quick 
heat kills whatever bacteria may have started growing. 
, Dr. Stevenson says the problem can be compounded when con- 
sumers constantly lift the cooker lid or unplug il for short times. 
That interupts the cooking cycle and automatically lowers the 
^temperature. 


..The manufacturer is aware of the potential for trouble and 
recently revised its instruction books to .alert consumers of the 
need for caution.
